Rolling a Vertical Design 

With the design roller, starting at the left 
side of the wall, roll a strip from the top 
down. Do not roll back over the same strip. 
Roll a second strip as close as possible to 
the first, and so on across the wall. 





First ... the Base Coat 

Paint your walls with Super Kem-Tone in 
the color you prefer. Roll or brush it on as 
you like. Let it dry at least one hour or no 
longer than three weeks. 




Rolling a Horizontal Design 

Start in top right-hand corner. Hold your 
roller in both hands and pull it toward 
you across the wall. Do not roll back over 
the same strip. Roll a second strip immedi- 
ately below it, and so on down the wall. 



Load Applikay Roller 

Stir Applikay and pour a little over the 
screen and let it flow to the deep end of the 
roller tray. Roll the fabric roller of your 
twin roller into the paint, then back 
and forth over the screen in the dry end to 
distribute the paint evenly over the fabric. 




How to Cross-Roll a Design 

For those who want individualized effects, 
some designs may be rolled both vertically 
and horizontally if oesired. In that case, 
first roll the design on horizontally, let it 
dry, and then roll it on vertically. 
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How to Do Small Spaces 

In spaces too small for the 7-inch roller, 
use the hand-stamp in the same design. 
"Ink" it by pressing it lightly against your 
loaded fabric roller. Make an impression 
on a piece of paper to remove any excess 
paint. Then press the hand-stamp on such 
small spaces as comers, strips between win- 
dows, triangles left on stair walls, and so on. 




Wash Tools in Water 

Roll fabric roller on newspapers to press 
out any remaining paint. Then, detach both 
rollers and wash in soapy water, rinse in 
clear water. When dry, put back in plastic 
bags to store. Also ... if you make a mis- 
take during application, just wash it off 
immediately with water and a sponge . . . 
using light strokes . . . and begin again.

Then continue the area 
started at the ceiling, down to the base- 
board . . . and so on across the wall. 



Enameling Bare Plaster 

Follow the same procedure, except . . . 
make sure new plaster is dry; wash off all 
glue and sizing where wallpaper has been 
removed. No primer or sealer is required. 
Apply 2 coats of Kem-Glo with 3 to 4 
hours' drying between coats. Sand first 
coat lightly before applying the second. 




Enameling Cupboards 

Enamel inside of cupboards first . . . start 
with back, then shelves, next insides of 
doors . . . it's easier if you first remove 
the doors. Paint outsides of doors after in- 
sides are dry. After painting several feet 
of woodwork, level off by brushing lightly 
•with the grain of the wood.

Sherwin-Williams maintains its own re- 
fining and processing plants to assure uniform high quality 
in the raw materials used for SWP House Paint. 




Quality Control of Manufadurifig 

The actual making of paint is controlled and checked throughout the entire 
process. In addition, immediately a batch is finished, it is submitted to nine dif- 
ferent quality-control tests to make sure it is of the right consistency and meets 
the high standards for which SWP is world famous. If it fails any of these tests, 
it is rejected. If it passes all of them, it is submitted to the same nine tests 24 
hours later, and again after 30 days, to make sure no adverse chemical reaction 
has taken place. Thus, you can be sure every gallon you buy meets the high 
standards which have made SWP the leader in the field. 




Quality Control in the Laboratory 

Carbon arc units, such as the Atlas "Weather-Ometer" illustrated, are labora- 
tory devices in which painted panels on a rotating drum are exposed alternately 
to strong ultraviolet light and to water spray. Within a few minutes, this ma- 
chine simulates the effect of months of outdoor exposure. It's a laboratory 
method of determining how SWP will "hold up" . . . another means of assuring 
and maintaining the maximum possible durabiUty which makes SWP House 
Paint so economical. 



Quality Control iri the Field 

Actual exposure tests are made on testing stations all over 
the country. SWP House Paint and other brands are 
brushed on wood panels and exposed to years of weather 
and wear, ranging from subzero cold to desert heat, from 
burning sun to high humidity, from driving rains to icy 
sleet, from sweeping winds to industrial fumes. At 
regular, short intervals, these are checked for any signs of 
wear and the findings are reported to the laboratory. 
There, research chemists are constantly working to im- 
prove SWP House Paint and to make sure it maintains its 
leadership in quahty. 




QimUty Control on ACTUAL HOMES 



In cities and in the country, from north to 
south and coast to coast, Sherwin-Williams 
tests SWP House Paint and other brands on 
actual homes. Two houses next door to each 
other are painted the same way, one with 
SWP, the other with another brand.

obviously subjected to the same weather and 
atmospheric conditions. At short, regular inter- 
vals they are inspected to see how the paints are 
holding up, and the findings reported to the lab- 
oratory where chemists and technicians are 
working to maintain the highest quality 'possible.

Here are a few facts you should know before 
you startany painting. . .and tips to make the job 
go more smoothly . . . save you time and effort. 

HOW MANY COATS? 

Three-Coat System. For the highest quality job, the 
3-coat system is recommended for new wood, or for 
surfaces where the old paint has been removed. First, 
apply SWP #450 Undercoater, to uniform the surfaces of 
the various woods used in building a house. Let dry 48 
hours and apply SWP House Paint, which forms a 



ESTIMATE ENOUGH PAINT! 

The amount you need varies with the condition of the 
surface. To determine the amount usually required, 
compute the square feet to be covered by multiplying 
the distance around the house by its average height. 




Example:— Length, 2 sides, 40' long . . . 80' 

Width, 2 sides, 20' long . . . 40' 

Total Distance Around .... 120' 

Multiply by average height 

plus 2 feet 15' 

Total Square Feet 1800

perfect bond with #450 Undercoater. After drying 2 days 
to one week, this should be followed by a second coat of 
SWP House Paint. This 3-coat system assures maximum pro- 
tection over new or bare wood. 

Two-Coat System. This is recommended for previously 
painted surfaces where the paint film shows unevenness of 
condition ... it may be soft in some areas, hard in others, un- 
usually dirty in still others, due to different exposures to sun, 
wind and other weather conditions. In such situations, first 
apply a coat of SWP #450 Undercoater to make the entire 
surface the same. After at least 48 hours' drying time, apply 
one coat of SWP House Paint. 

One-Coat System. Only recommended for previously painted 
surfaces, where the paint film is in firm condition. Apply one 
coat of SWP One-Coat White. This heavily pigmented white 
paint gives the surface full protection, covers in just one coat, 
brushes on easily. Can not be tinted. 

WHEN TO PAINT? 

Best time is during a period of clear, dry weather when the 
humidity is low. Never paint in hot sun . . . it's bad for you, 
bad for the paint. Never paint in a high wind ... it blows dust 
and bugs onto fresh paint. And never soon after rain . . . 
paint won't cling over damp surfaces, so allow plenty of time 
after rain before painting. 

WORK IN THE SHADE 

Start painting on the shady side of the house, and follow the 
sun so you're painting in the shade. Wait until the dew dries 
before you start; stop before it falls at dusk. 

PROTECT SHRUBBERY 

Cover shrubbery and walks with drop cloths to protect them 
from spatters. And be sure your car is out of the range of 
stray spatters ... yet easily accessible if it should be needed by 
other members of the family.

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4. Seal Open Joints 

Open joints where siding meets masonry — 
at corners, where doors and windows meet 
siding, etc.— must be sealed. Apply S-W 
Glaz-Kalk with pressure gun or Icnife. 



5. Preparation of Paint 

Stir thoroughly from bottom of can with up- 
ward motion. If pigment has settled, pour the 
clear liquid into a clean container. Stir the re- 
maining portion to a smooth, soft consist- 
ency ; then work the liquid in slowly by stirring. 




10. Begin at Corner 

When the peak is painted level with the roof 
line, start at a corner and work across. Paint 
downspouts and trim as you come to them. 
Finish one side before "calling it a day". 



11. Gutters and Downspouts 

These will be less conspicuous painted to match 
the house. First remove rust spots with steel 
wool, then prime with SWP#450 Undercoater. 
Paint inside of gutters with Tinners' Red. 



6. Begin at High Point 

Start at .peak of house, under the eaves, and 
work across the siding. Paint the eaves as 
you go to save time when working from a 
ladder. 




12. How to Paint Doors 



On paneled doors, first paint moldings and 
beveled edges, then finish the panel. Paint all 
panels, then the top and bottom crossrails, 
right and left stiles. Edges come last.

1. Remove Loose Paint 

Scrape off peeling, flaking or blistered paint 
with scraper or wire brush. Then sand and 
spot-prime with #450 Undercoater to be ready 
for the overall coat of SWP.

2. Renew Old Boards 

Where wood siding or trim comes close to the- 
ground, remove all dirt, grass and so on from 
the boards. Replace damaged boards and 
prime with SWP #450 Undercoater. 



3. Re-Putty Window Panes 

Removeany loose putty. Primethe open rabbet 
with thin SWP #450 Undercoater. When dry, 
re-putty with Sherwin-Williams Elastic Glaz- 
ing Compound. 





8. Loading the Brusli 

Dip brush into paint about M the bristle 
length, and tap off excess on inside of can. Do 
not scrape over rim . . . you want plenty of 
paint in the brush to flow on easily. 



9. Holding the Brush 

Hold brush by the handle above the ferrule. 
Apply paint generously. Blend with right and 
left strokes; level off with long, sweeping 
strokes into the previously painted area. 




14. Porches and Steps 

These should be done last. Use S-W Porch & 
Floor Enamel in a color to harmonize with 
your SWP. First remove loose paint and 
spot-prime with Porch & Floor Enamel. 



15. Shutters, Screens, Storm Sash 

These are easier to paint when taken down 
and laid flat. Can be done in garage or cellar 
on days not suited to outside painting.

A clean brush is essential 

One way to be sure your brush is clean is to 
pour a little varnish into a separate, clean 
container. Brush out several brushfuls from 
this on a clean surface, such as a new piece of 
wood. Then throw away this small amount of 
varnish which contains the dust and dirt from 
the brush. Do not use a brush that has been 
used in paint. 



Make a varnish cup 

When varnish is wiped on the edge 
of the can, it will dry on the rim. 
Then, dried particles fall into the 
varnish, causing a "seedy" job. So . . . 
get a metal cup, large enough to take 
your brush, run a wire through the 
center near the top and wipe your 
brush on this. 



Clean surface and dust-free room 

The varnish brush will pick up dust particles 
and every one will be magnified in the glossy 
finish. So, make sure the surface is clean and 
free from dust. Clean dust from cracks and 
crevices ... a tack rag is good for this. Work 
in a room as free from dust as possible. Var- 
nish flows more easily when the room temper- 
ature is 70° or more. 



How to apply MAR-NOT VARNISH 



First, prepare the surface. New wood, or old wood from 
which the old finish has been removed, must be sanded 
smooth, then bleached, or stained if desired. Open-grain 
woods should be filled, then sanded again. Then apply 
two coats of Mar-not Varnish. *Trade Mark 





Flow Varnish on Liberally 

For the first coat, Mar-not Gloss Finish 
should be reduced MViJo with S-W 
Exolvent or turpentine. Flow on with the 
grain of the wood, completing an area 
about 2x4 feet. 



Cross-Brush Lightly 

On flat areas, like floors, table tops, wood 
paneling, it is well to cross-brush the 
varnished area. Without reloading the 
brush, brush hghtly across the grain of 
the wood. 



Level Off with the Grain 

After cross-brushing, level off lightly with 
the grain of the wood. This levels out the 
varnish to a uniform film and does much 
to prevent sagging on large, flat areas like 
doors and wall paneling. 



SECOND COAT 

Let the first coat dry overnight. Then sand lightly with extra 
fine sandpaper and wipe with a tack rag or a cloth damp- 
ened in Exolvent or turpentine. Apply second coat of Mar- 
not Gloss Finish, just as it comes from the can. Additional 
coats of Mar-not Varnish, with light sanding between 
coats, will give greater depth and lustre to the finish. 




HAND-RUBBED EFFECT 

You may obtain this without the laborious job of hand-rub- 
bing, simply by applying a final coat of Mar-not Satin 
Finish. The first coat must always be Mar-not Gloss Finish, 
sanded lightly and wiped to remove dust and sand particles.
